Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claim 26 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The recitation that the "stop engages the door frame" is ambiguous because the 
door frame is not positively recited and this appears to be a method limitation and the 
current claims are not method claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 25 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by either Dorma, Snyder et al '159 or Snyder et al '107. 

The claims are comprised largely of functional, background, limitations that are 
not interpreted as significantly affecting the scope of the structural elements of the 
invention that are actually positively recited. These positively recited structural elements 
are: a housing and a stop thereon. Given this interpretation of the claims, each of the 
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above cited references provide housings and elements that either are stops (132 in 
Dorma) or could act as the broadly recited stop (13 in Snyder et al '159).
